ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A client-server system may include a primary state of session data. Application 
servers may include client states of the session data and may access the primary state. 
The session data may include attributes. The distributed store may provide locked access 
to the primary state to processes executing within the application servers. While one 
process has locked access, other processes are not allowed to access the primary state. In 
one embodiment, the distributed store provides locked access to portions of the primary 
state to threads executing within a process with locked access. While a portion of the 
primary state is locked for a thread, other threads cannot access the portion. In one 
embodiment, the distributed store may request the process to release the locked access. 
The process may release the locked access in response to the request. In one 
embodiment, the process may release the locked access when no longer needed. 
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
